The condors *f* found in 
Sourh America along the Andes 
Mountains from the equator to 
the Straits of Magellan. The 
favorite roosts are at heights ol 
10,000 to 16.000 feet and at 
levels wharf there is perpetual 
snow. They are powerful and 
graceful flyers (or they sail in 
the air' without flapping their 
wings. 

Air mail stamps of nearly all 
the South American countries 
bordering on the Andes have 
shown pictures of the condor on 
th«ir designs. Among these coun- 
tries are Argentina, Bolivia. Chile. 
Ecuador, and Peru A number of 
regular postaae stamps of Bolivia 
have depicted the condor on its 
designs.
